Please refer again to our letter of Oct. 11, the 
explanation in which you may perhaps have overlooked. You will there- 
in see that the cost of altering your press to a longer stroke, and 
putting in our improved spring-chuck, (which enables any desired 
thickness of coin to be properly confined by the upper die) was 
about the amount we had estimated for doing this work. 

You will find further that the extra price was on ordinary 
repairs, which we took the liberty of doing, knowing that you were 
in a great hurry, and that the press would not run properly without 
them. When the writer told you in your office that the job would 
very probably cost about $50 he did not know that these repairs were 
necessary. They were however, aS events proved, in order to cor- 
rect the natural wear and breakage due to five years use, and to 
imperfect lubrication. 

You will notice also that because of the unexpected expense 
we-put the whole job at actual cost, not caring to make any profit 
ON sa bis We do not see however, that we should be actual losers.
